used. 


Far too often these plots are grown 
up to burdocks and other 
unsighly 


weeds. These spots might easily be 
made attractive and thai at small ex- 
pense. 
In one town where I lived 


there was such a plot in front of my 
own door, as 
unsightly 
and 
unat- 


tractive as sue'.i snots ever are. The 
half dozen of us whose houses looked" 
out upon this spot persuaded the road 
commissioner to dump in some of the 
spare dirt he was carting from the 
streets to level 
it up. 
Then we 


graded ii, laid out a flower bed in the 
center in which 
we 
planted 
some 


cannas, and sowed the rest to grass. 
Soon we had a 
miniature park in 


place of the unsightly weeds, and the 
expense of the whole thing 
was 


mere trifle. 


Many other ways of improving the 


village will doubtless occur to every 
one of you. No village improvement 
can be permanent and far-reaching 
without that spirit 
of 
cooperation

exception to, and that is my state- 
ment that Portsmouth was settled in 
1623. I have no personal interest in 
the priority of 
settlement between 


Dover and Portsmouth, and do not 
propose to write Portsmouth 
down 


for the purpose of building up Dover. 
That David Tnompson and party built 
one good, substantial house at Little 
Harbor in 1623, large enough to ac- 
commodate from twelve to fifteen per- 
sons, there caa be no question what- 
ever. The house was without doubt 
a log house, as most of the houses 
In New Hampshire were, for 
more 


than fifty years after this date. 
A 


frame house would have been no de- 
f^nce against the Indians; neither did 
Viiompson's party build a number of 
fishermen's huts and live in them as 
you appear to think. 
Such an act 


would have been suicide to the colo- 
ny. I do not see as it makes any dif- 
ference whether the party did. or 
did not. remain permanently at Little 
Harbor, we are talking about the date 
of first settlement of the place.

How Bog Lands of the United 


Stales Furnish Heat

The ga*-uiakiiig potentialities of 


bo* fuel turn out to be something 
tremendous. aay* the Boston Tran- 
script. 
Careful investigations have 


brought out the fact that in lu bet- 
ter grade* a ton of the thoroughly 
dried fuel yields a much greater 
amount of gas than the same weight 
of high-grade bituminous coal. This 
Is the equivalent of "coal gas." as it 
in commonly called, generated by a 
coking process, and yielding not only 
the coke, but a large amount of oth- 
er by-products. Bog fuel la corre- 
spondingly productive as a source of 
water gas and of producer gas for 
power purposes. 
In his latest re- 


port Professor Norton stated that 
the direction in which we must look 
for the greatest development of bog 
fuel is in the matter of gas produc- 
tion. Among the by-products from 
the coking of bog fuel he found the 
most common to be ammonia., acetic 
acid, anthracene, creosote, carbolic 
acid, toluene, phenol and pitch. It is 
notable that two. members of the 
graduating class of the Institute of 
Technology last year chose for their 
thesis: 
"The secondary 
products 


from the gas evolved in coking bog 
fuel." 


In the way of practical results in 


gas making, the experiment at the 
Menominee Gas Works in Wisconsin 
are important. The works were run 
for o:ie day on briquettes made by a 
Chicago company from a superiar 
grade of peat from a Wisconsin bog. 
The yield from a ton of the bri- 
Quett.es as compared to that from a 
ton of the coal ordinarily used stood 
in the ratio of about 18,000 cubic 
feet to 11,000. In fact, the possibili- 
ties in this direction appear so great 
that the latest report of the experi- 
ment station remarks that the mak- 
ers of gas-producing plants and the 
manufacturers of engines have be- 
come so enthusiastic 
that their 


eagerness to develop power on a 
large scale almost stands in the way 
of the more modest efforts to devel- 
op briquettes and solid fuel before 
going in to the broader field. 


Bog fuel is abundant in nearly all 


pai ts of the United States — in New 
England particularly BO. Our indus- 
trial leaders have lamented New 
England's lack of practicable coal 
measures. 


Numerous methods 
for working 


up bog fuel into shape for burning 
have been devised. These vary from 
simple apparatus to give the raw ma- 
terial proper shape for drying to 
more or less elaborate machinery for 
Its conversion into briquettes. Fund- 
amental patents in connection with 
bog fuel are said to be no longer pos- 
sible. But there remains a rumuii- 
eratlve field for inventive talent iu 
developing and perfecting effective 
and economical processes. 


All forms of bog fuel contain a 


substance called "pentosane," mu- 
cilaginous In nature. When the peat 
or mud is well kneaded this sub- 
stance becomes active and serves as 
a natural binder, keeping moulded 
cakes of the fuel in shape. For in- 
dividual family consumption a large 
meat-chopper will serve to turn out 
a considerable quantity in the course 
of a day, ready for moulding. The 
Atkinson-Norton machine, a fruit of 
the Insurance Experiment Station's 
work, offers an effective way Lo pro- 
duce the equivalent of perhaps from 
flve to ten tons In dry fuel daily, iu 
blocks ready for drying. This makes 
it available for small communities 
with a supply close at hand, for the 
machine costs only $75. It is uupat- 
ented and was devised with refer- 
ence to such uses. For general pur- 
poses. however, non-compressed bog 
fuel 
Is 
too 
bulky for economical 


transportation to any distance. 


In this direction the most exten- 


sive scale of operations yet reported 
appears to bo that of a large com- 
pany in Chicago which has gone 
very thoroughly Into the 
develop- 


ment of mechanical processes for the 
rapid and economical production of 
briquettes which in density compare 
with anthracite. 
In one form those 


briquettes are lozenge shaped, re- 
sembling 
large and 
dark brown 


slices of bologna sausage. In an- 
other they have a cylindrical shape. 
The process is automatic from the 
time the raw material Is taken from 
the bog until the finished briquettes 
are turned out. Not a human hand 
touches It meanwhile. It la possible 
to take it from the bog by dredges 
that scoop it up tons at a time. 
If it 


Is impracticable to drain the bog 
floating dredges may be used, raising 
it from any required depth.

Autoniobiliug in Russia. 


According to expert evidence pub- 


lished in the Nachrichten fur Han- 
del un Industrie, Berlin, Germany, 
natural 
conditions In 
Russia are 


both favorable and unfavorable to 
the automobile trade. The favorable 
ones are found lu the absence of 
many hills and the long distances 
over level stretches. The unfavora- 
able are found in the long winters, 
the intense cold, and iu the absence 
of romantic places or scenery to at- 
tract tourists. 
The people and pub- 


lic officials do not favor this method 
of getting over the ground. 
The 


people have little skill in handling 
complicated 
machinery, hence the 


Inability to get chauffeurs on reas- 
onable terms. 


The country folk are often bitter 


enemies of the automobiles, the roads 
of the empire are often wretched, 
and the network of ways far from 
what it might be and what it will 
have to be before Russia can count 
on a very successful Industrial or 
commercial career. 


In the cities it is different 
There 


everything favors the automobile. 
The slowness with which street rail- 
ways are built forces many families 
to keep carriages. These will doubt- 
less turn to automobiles. The only 
serious obstacle to a rapid develop- 
ment of the automobile trade in the 
large cities is based on police super- 
vision and regulation. Now that a 
great change has come over Russia's 
police and other policies trade in au- 
tomobiles may develop unmolested. 


The different cities, however, have, 


each, their own way of handling the 
automobile traffic, 
St. Petersburg 


and Moscow long since recognized 
'he automobile as a necessity, hence 
ihclr regulations are comparatively 
liberal. Riga and other cities have 
been rather sovere. In these places 
certain streets may not be traversed 
by the automobiles. Application In 
writing for permission to use un au- 
tomobile must be irwde, and the ma- 
chlno must be subjected to expert in- 
vestigation. 


Up to date Russia, Including Po- 


land, the Caucasus and Finland, has 
from 1,200 to 1,500 automobiles, 
among them many of tho lighter 
kind. Besides these there are fully 
1.600 automatic bicycles.

The parents 
badthe right to order auy one taking 
care of their child to give it back, 
ewn though it might be known that 
to do so meant to hand it over for 
physical and moral martyrdom. 


Many heart-rending stories 
are 


told of the ill-treatment of children, 
and many are the forlorn little fig- 
ures one meets along the streets to- 
day, selling flowers or birds or 
showing white mice or guinea pigs 
to the passers-by; for begging is con- 
trary to the law. hence these de- 
vices to answer the same purpose. 
All this will soon be a thing of the 
past. 


Parents will t>» rorced to tako 


proper care of their children or 
the children will be removed from 
under their control by order of the 
court and board of guardians will 
place the little ones either in private 
families with responsible guardians 
or in the homes of the many societies 
that are working for the benefit of 
the 
children. 
Such societies will 


then be responsible for the children's 
education and welfare until they are 
of age. 


But, 
although the parents may 


have lost all their rights of control 
over the child they are not thereby 
exempt from the duty of paying for 
Its keep. It is believed that if it were 
not lor this last provision of the 
law many parents might purposely 
be cruel iu order that the board of 
guardians might relieve them of the 
cost of bringing up their offspring. 
So pay they must. The law is to de- 
cide the amount to be contributed. 
In the case of a person working for 
hire the employer is compelled to set 
aside the money from the wages and 
to paj it out to the proper guardian 
of the child. For this purpose the 
employer is to be held strictly re- 
sponsible. 


Of those boards of guardians at 


least 
one 
must 
be appointed for 


every town ward or for every dis- 
trict. Each board must investigate 
every complaint of Ill-treatment or 
neglect that is brought before it and 
about each complaint the board must 
make a report. Complaints of cruel- 
ty to children may be lodged against 
one parent by the other or by a rela- 
tive of the child, up to the fourth de- 
rrce inclusive. • 


In the case of the father's misde- 


meanor or ill-tieatraent, the mother 
can be appointed sole guardian with 
full parental rights. This is the first 
nstance In Dutch law of such a con- 
cession being made to the mother, 
whose rights aro otherwise but Uni- 
ted. So, too, the father may be ap- 
pointed sole guardian. But even with 
hese provisions it is evident that a 
arge opportunity for cruelty is left 
and it will always bo impressed upon 
he innocent parent that it would be 
setter wore ho or she to waive all 
ights iu tho matter and to allow the 
hild to be placed under the care of 
a board of guardians

It has been said that an adoring 


public has spoiled Miss 
Roosevelt. 


We do not believe that this is true. 
The impression gained by what we 
have read of this young lady is that

tional. Her popularity has not been 
confined to the so-called upper social- 
set which is important only 
in its 


own estimation. She has, of course, 
received much attention 
from

A man like 
Theodore 
Roosevelt 


makes friends, but he also makes 
enemies. Some of these enemies are 
not scrupulous about fighting with 
honorable weapons and so Mr. Roose- 
velt's family has sometimes been an- 
noyed and has been forced to 
en- 


dure envious sneers as well as Mr. 
Bnoaevelt himself. 


Theodore Roosevelt, Jr., plajed 


football at Harvard. This he had a 
perfect rr?ht to do. When his team 
met the Yfale freshmen, the Yale field 
general decided that the end protect- 
ed by young Mr. Roosevelt was weak- 
er than the opposite end, guarded by 
a maji much heavier and presumably 
much stronger than the President's 
son. Consequently, >oung Roosevelt 
received the brunt of the 
Yale at- 


tack and finally, completely done up 
waa led from the field, pluckily pro- 
testing. E^-c.'.y ! o same thing has

Attention is called to the fact t'lat 


among native white, males of nati->e 
parentage the de-give of illiteracy in 
the ape gro.ip of -15 to 51 is excep- 
tionally high — not only, as might be 
expected, higher than in any joting- 
or age group, bac higher also than 
In tbe next older age group, oo to 
C l . Since iho. e i ersons who were 
b°LV. ecu 53 and 5t in 1900 were be- 
tween. 5 an ! 14 when the Civil War 
begj.71, it is evident that illiteracy 
prevailed during tnat conflict, whca 
the Interests of popular education in 
the South v, ere no doubt sedoasly 
neglected 
IZven in eome pans of tha 


North there arc evidences of an in- 
creased illiteracy among the children 
of" that period. Thus the iccord of 
important historical events may be 
traced in the dry statistics of illiter- 
acy. The State In which there is the 
least illiteracy among children Id to 
li jears of age (3.1 per 1,000) is 
Nebraska; in 1S90 this honor be- 
longed to Iowa. 
So^jo of the States 


are handicapped by the large pro- 
portion of negroes or of tne foreign 
LOIII whites in their population. 
All 


States sho\v progress between 1890 
iind 1900, but the progress was nat- 
urally gi cater in come States than in 
others, resulting in feme striking 
changes of rank 
It is notable thr.t 


the States makinc, the greatest gains 
in rank between l.'iOO and 1900 are

provides the most popular form of 
fraud. 
The- doublet consists of an 


upper part which is genuine, secured 
to a lov/er part of "glass. 
Skilfully 


cemented together, the tv:o part's 
leave no trace of the union, and tho 
Imitation half partakes of something 
of the fire and brilliancy of the sena- 
ine stone. 
Colored stones p.re imita- 


ted by means of rock crystal, ground 
to resemble tho usual appearance of 
the particular stone to ba imitated, 
but with a hollow cavity to inside 
filled with colored water. A plate of 
rock crjstal, cleverly fitted in, pro- 
duces a fine ruby, sapphire emerald 
or amethjst difficult to distinguish 


the genuine stone.
